LJTTLE ROCK. — The workman's 


compensation law which may be enact- 
ed for Arkansas by the next legisla- 
ture was discussed by Robert P. Hall, 
secretary of the Arkansas State Cham- 
ber of Commerce, at a dinner meeting 
of the Little Rock Bar Association at 
the University Club Thursday night. 


Provisioas of the proposed bill, being 


drafted by committees of the State La- 
bor Department and the State Cham- 
ber of Commerce, were explained 
briefly by Mr. Hall, speaking, he said, 
"from the viewpoint of a citizen in- 
terested in the development of the 
state." 


Information froYrt many sourcs was 


obtained by tile committee, Mr. Hall 
said. He said the committee was open 
to suggestions. 


Compulsory for Five Workers 


As tentatively drawn, the bill pro- 


vides the program shall be compulsory 
for all firms with five or more em- 
poyes and elective on the part of the 
employer of less than five persons. 


Excepted from the bill are agricul- 


tural labor, domestic servants and news 
boys, the latter because usually they 
are independent business carriers. 


Administration of the law is vested in 


in a three-member Workmen's Com- 
pensation Commission, to be appointed 
by the governor. Five referees to inves- 
tigate and hold hearings over the state 
are provided in the administrativ? 
setup. 


A member of the com'm'ission must 


be 30 years of age, a resident of the 
state for the three years before ap- 
pointment; experinced as an employer, 
an employe. One member shall be an 
attorney with at least five years of 
practice. • 
. 
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Dissatisfied employes or employers 


_may appear before the commission 
'with legal counsel. An appeal to the 
courts may be taken from the commis- 
sion's findings. 


Schedule of Payments 


Mr. Hall assured his listeners that 


an injured employe would be given the 
best medical treatment. In case of 
death a definite sum would be paid his 
beneficiary plus funeral expenses. 


In case of death or total disability of 


an employe in line of duty, the bene- 
ficiary would receive for 400 weeks 60 
per cent of the deceased's average 
wckly wag or an equal single pay- 
ment. Tentative minimum and maxi- 
mum under this provision have been 
fixed at ?6 and $20 per week. 


In case of injury a luYiVp sum set- 


tlement could be made with approval 
of the Compensation Commission, Mr. 
Hall said. 


The law would not provide compen- 


sation for employes who might be in- 
jured because of intoxication or who 
inflict wounds upon themselves. 


Mr. Hall did not go into the details 


concerning the schedule of compensa- 
tion payments set up for injuries for 
occupational diseases. That lias been 
one of the major problems confronting 
the drafters, he said. 


The act does not consider responsi- 


bility for the accident, negligence on 
the part of the employe or empoyer, 
but siYiVply sets up a schedule of com- 
pensation regardless of liability. 


It will be one of the few in the 


United States to include compensation 
for diseases contracted because of oc- 
cupation, Mr. Hall said. The proposed 
act enumerates about 18 such diseases. 


Assessment Plan 


Costs of the proposed act will be 


met by a percentage assessment on in- 
surance carriers' stock and mutuai, 
and on self-insurers, Mr. Hall said. He 
said the assessment plan was tentative 
and mentioned no amount. 


Under the entative plan, all revenue 


accruing will be placed in a special 
fund for use by the commission. The 
fund will bear administrative expense. 


Lawyers 
who appear for clients 


would be allowed a fee of 25 per cent 
for the first 51,000 in compensation plus 
10 per cent for all over $1,000. 


Reviewing, briefly, previous attempts 


to enact a workmen's compensation 
law, Mr. Hall said labor for 10 or 15 
years had been demanding a compen- 
sation law. An attempt was made to 
enact such a law in the 1937 legislature, 
but it was learned the constitution gave 
the legislature no authority to do so 
and the amendment was necessary. 


Amendment No. 27 received more 


voles than any other proposal or any 
candidate in the last general election 
Mr. Hall said. "Seventy-eight thou- 
sand people have asked that a com- 
pensation law be written and it is up 
to us to see that they get the best one 
possible." 


He praised the service of the State 


Labor Department in compiling infor- 
mation and doing research into com- 
parative condensation acts. 
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Standard Oil of John D. Rockefeller in 
its heydcy never had more than a 90 
per cent control of (lie refining busi 
ness, if that much. Every student of 
the subject knows that the problem of 
monopoly is not and seldom has been a 
problem; of attack upon some single 
corporate giant. Monopoly as a prob- 
lem ha salways meant the problem 
created by the combinations of a num- 
ber of otherwise independent opera- 
tors. 


Few Complete Monopolies 


Even in the case of monopoly by 


agreement we have had few cases of 
100 per cent monopoly—that is, mo- 
nopoly of every feature of the indus- 
try. There have been cases where 
vry producr in the industry has been 
found in an agreement No one will 
doubt this is monopoly. But usually 
the agreements have covered only cer- 
tain features of the industry. Per- 
haps it has been limited to a division 
of territory, or to production quotas, 
or to prices or to patents or to other 
competitive functions. It was none the 
less a 'monopoly because it did not ex- 
tend its monopoly effects to every 
phase of its activity. 


Following this Mr. Thorp complete- 


ly revealed his mind. He said the 
Sherman anti-trust law had been the 
chief cause of combinations in this 
country. Because independent Indus- 
trialists could not get together and 
make monopolistic agreements under 
the law, they united into single corpor- 
ations within Die law. 


Of course to sa ythat lias been the 


chief cause of combinations is to ignore 
the whole history of corporate devel- 
opment. There have been such cases. 
But it is incredible that a man who 
ha staught economics in a first-class 
college can make so egregrious a mis- 
statement of history. The process of 
combination had proceeded to the most 
dangerous and destructive lengths be- 
fore the anti-trust law was passed. 


Law Is Great Help 


Since that time the enormous advant- 


ages of combination in the corporate 
form for financing purposes, to evade 
all sorts of laws, to hide earnings, to 
exploit the public through stock issues 
.etc., .was all the incontive.to Combina- 
tion that was needed 


Mr. Thorp has been loaned to the 


government gratis by the Wall Slree 
firm of Dun & Bradstrcet. What he 
believes is that independent enter 
prises ought to be allowed to get to- 
gether and make agreements without 
the hindrance of the anti-trust laws. 
That is what Mr. Thorp is working for 
and toward. He represents that group 
which will move heaven and earth to 
revive the old NRA agreements. He 
has a right to such views and to work 
for then). But he ought not to be 'in- 
side" the government working from 
within as a representative of the gov- 
ernment.

iThc Sin of Covctoiisntss 


Text: Exodus 20:17, Luke 12:13-21; 


1 Timothy 6:B-10 


The tenth Commandment is against 


eovetousness, and here, as in the 
former lesson, Its teaching is em- 
phasized in a story taken from the 
New Testament and in a very wise 
homily by St. Paul in his letler to 
Timbthy. 


It would Seem obvious, in a prim- 


itive society Where the conditions af- 
fecting all were very much alike, thai 
wherever a man soUghl to grab more 
than his fellows to get unusual ad1- 
vjantage or When he became eager of 
possessing what olhers could nol have 
the whole social slruclure would be 
very great Weakened. If we could 
see our complex society with clear 
vision,' we would understarid that 
eovetousness is just as deep and dead- 
ly a sin today as it ever was, and that 
ti is the destroying forde beneath rrtuch 
of 6Ur social inequalities and injus- 
tice. 


Covelousness is a social sin, but it is 


equally a personal sin in its effect up- 
on the man who praclices it.' It is a 
"Social slti because it may have serious 
results upon one's fellowmen. The 
man who has an inordinate desire'for 
wealth, or for" possessing what other 
trien have, may create all manner o: 
distress and social injustice by his cOV- 
etousness, What he does not always see 
is that, even (Where he gains his ends 
he blasts and destroys his own soul. 


Covetousness may be Ihe underly- 


ing mollve of self-seeking, even when 
one would pul it upon the plane of 
justice. This is illustrated-in the story 
of the nuan who came to Jesus, asking 
Him to have his toother divide the 
inheritance with him. 
We do no 


know all the circumstances or de- 
tails, but JesUs evidently sensed the 
fact thai this man was poisoning hi 
own life by some false sense, of in- 
justice or by some covetous spirit. So 
Hje said, "Man, who made me a judgi 
or a divider over you?'" It was in this 
connection that He particularly em 
phasized the sin of eovetousness anc 
the fact that a man's life does not con 
sist in the abundance of the thing 
lhal he possesses. 


He proceeded Ihen lo tell the story 


of the successful farmer, the man whc 
v^as going to pull down his barns an 
build greater, and lake his ease anc 
enjoymenl oul of Ihe things lhat hi 
had built up over many years. Thi 
successful farmer was probably n< 
better or no morse than many men 
in a similar circumstance, but he hai 
left out of account the most importan 
thing of all, namely, his life. Death 
made all his prosperity and the things 
he had stored up mean nothing lo him. 
But even in death, if he had sought 
treasure in heaven, there would have 
been some satisfaction in his life and 
some real heritage of goodness.

WASHINGTON-For 18 years, the 


handsome widow of Woodrow Wil- 
son has been a phantom-like figure in 
the capital. She lives on S Street in 
the reserved, Georgian town house in 
which the President died. She goes out 
to sec a few friends, but they know 
they shouldn't invite her unless the 
party is to be very small and very 
exclusive. 


Occasionally Mrs. Wilson has ap- 


peared at a rally of Democratic women, 


'- 
wearing great, butter-fly-like orchids, 


•i the kind President Wilson showered on 


• her during their courtship. She has 


never, even by a simple "yes" or "no," 
revealed what the Wilsons, mister and 


. missus, thought during the turbulent 
, World war years in the White House. 


But she is breaking that 18 year sil- 
ence. She has written a book. 


More Than Enough 


It -was done all in long hand in her 


quiet study where a picture of Wilson 
looks down on her. She wrote so well 
that she turned in three times as much 
as the publishers could use. So pulit- 
zer-prize-winner Marquis James was 
called in to edit the copy. 
, Those in the know say the book will 
throw new light on several of Wil- 
son's acts as President. The reminis- 
cences will run in part in a magazine, 
and appear in book form in the early 
spring. 


Not in modern times, at least, has 


a former First Lady written memoirs 
ofiherlife as a President's wife. 


What prompted the non-committal 


.widow to come out of her retirement? 
Friends say *e has been distressel 
several times over printed comments 
on; her husband's administration. She 
feels as strongly today as she did 20 
years ago about the ideal he expressed. 


Several times since his death, in 1924, 


she has visited Europe, each time mak- 
ing a pilgrimage to the Geneva head- 
quarters of the League of Nations for 


, which Wilson fought a losing fight. 


Only once in the intervening years 


has she ventured into the public gal- 
leries of the senate, and then there 
was a .characteristic reason; the senate 
was debating the World Court. Be- 
fore she left, old-time Democrats had 
wheedled her into an impromptu re- 
ception; in Vice President Garner's of- 
fice.' 


Mrs. Wilson hasn't changed much 


from the days when she appeared oc- 
casionally in public riding with her 
husband in his last, lingering illness. 
She is a large, erect woman, with hair 
almost white. In her face one reads 
few of her thoughts. There's a Queen 
Mary-ish air about her black clothes 
and' her hats. She practically never 
appears without the orchids.

Business 


If you think that royality Is dead 


you have only to spend a few hours 
with Seymour Berkson to be thorough- 
ly disillusioned. Nearly half of the 
world is still run by the monarchies, 
Mr. Berkson asserts, some pretty shaky 
to be true, but still open for business. 
Collectively they make a singularly 
rare story, commingling pathos and 
humor. 


This story Mr. Burkson tells in a 


book as interesting as the kings and the 
ex-kings an dthe pretenders them- 
selves, "Their Majesties" (Stackpole: 
53). It covers 'e mall from tiny gamb- 
ling-kept Monaco to the biggest show 
of the lot, the British Empire. 


So you get a kaledoscopic picture; 


of staid, puritanical Wilhelmina in 
Holland spindle-legged 
Victor Em- 


manuel, standing aside for II Duce; 
Victorian Queen Mary with her 60 
servants and no buzzer; the Kaiser still 
one of the world's wealthiest men; 
King ibn Saud, the desert Napoleon; 
the razzle-dazzle of gold beds and or- 
iental manificence; tre easy demorcr- 
acy of the three Scandinavian monarch. 


Mr. Burkson is not concerned es- 


pecially with their cares of state. He 
portrays each as a human being and the 
result is a vivid story. He does pre- 
dict, however, that some day the crown 
will rule Germany and Italy and the 
other dictators states again, for dictator 
ship, he says, is a fragile afair, de- 
pending solel yon the strength of one 
man.
